He declar- 
ed it to be pretty fair water and should 
not hesitate to nso it. The first spring 
was fair, tho second not so good, and tho 
tbird be had not had time to examine. 
He also had made an analysis ot tbe 
water from two'wells in this city. One

taminated. Irom tho latter well more 
water is probably used than from any 
otber well in the city. In regard to cis- 
tern water, Prot. Smith said that it was 
treacherous stuff, unless there was a 
good filter, which must be kept in con- 
"tan* repair, as it soon became useless 
and the water was no. better by passing, 
through it. He argued that tbe dry eab- 
stance and dust ot offal from tbo street 
would blow and settle on the roof, and 
the rain would wash it into tbe cistern.
